This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated March 13,2019 for 
“any and all manuals, reference books, and guidebooks that contain information used to assess 
the accuracy of intelligence gained through remote viewing.” Your FOIA has been assigned 
case number FA-19-0675/FP-19-014486. 

Regrettably, your FOIA request as written does not provide adequate information for our 
office to take action. Specifically, we need you to define what you mean by “intelligence gained 
through remote viewing.” The FOIA does not require agencies to respond to questions, to do 
legal research, compile or analyze data, or conduct surveys for members of the public. The 
requested documents should be described to the extent that they may be located with a 
reasonable amount of effort. Requests that include the Army must address specific offices or 
divisions.
